The 
plants  make  a slow  but  steady  growth,  until  at 
eight  to  ten  weeks  of  age  they  are  very  tough 
and  hardy.  When  in  this  condition  they  can  be 
shipped  to  territory  farther  north  and  be  planted 
in  the  open  ground  a month  to  six  weeks  sooner 
than  • the  home-grown  hot  bed  or  cold  frame 
plants.  These  FrostrProof  Cabbage  Plants  will 
stand  a temperature  of  20  degrees  above  zero 
without  injury.  The  land  freezing,  or  the  plants 
being  covered  with  ice,  sleet  or  snow  after  they 
are  planted  will  not  injure  them,  providing  tem- 
perature does  not  go  below  20  degrees  above  zero. 

The  top  of  the  plant  does  not  grow  until  your 
regular  Spring  weather  opens  up,  but  the  roots 
grow  from  the  time  they  are  planted,  and  Juet  as 
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soon  as  spring  weather  starts  the  established  root 
growth  assimilates  the  fertilizer  in  the  soil,  and 
the  plants  grow  very  fast.  You  know  what  the  dif- 
ference in  profits  will  be  if  your  crop  is  matured 
and  marketed  before  the  general  crop  from  home- 
grown plants  is  matured.  .

SUCCESSION 
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FULWOOD’S  CABBAGE  PLANTS. 

How  to  Grow  Cabbage. — To  grow  a good  crop 
of  cabbage  I would  advise  delecting  a deep  eandj 
loam  with  a southern  exposure  if  possible.  Ap- 
ply broadcast  from  ten  to  fifteen  loads  of  well 
rotted  stable  manure  to  the  acre  and  plow  in. 
The  land  should  he  harrowed  thoroughly  and  rows 
laid  otf  three  to  three  and  a half  feet  apart.  Ap- 
ply about  5001t)  of  high  grade  fertilizer  to  the 
acre,  and  mix  well  with  the  soil.  If  you  have  no 
stable  manure  apply  from  ten  to  fifteen  hundred 
pounds  fertilizer  to  the  acre,  half  broadcast  and 
half  in  the  drill.  As  cabbage  are  gross  feeders 
hear  in  mind  that  you  cannot  fertilize  them  too 
heavily.  It  is  important  to  * set  the  plants  deep 
in  the  ground,  up  to  the  first  leaf,  in  order  to  keep 
the  stem  from  freezing  and  cracking.  You  can 
plant  about  twelve  thousand  plants  of  the  Wake- 
fields to  an  acre  and  about  ten  thousand  of  the 
flat  heads  to  an  acre. 

The  first  cultivation  should  be  deep,  but  when 
they  start  to  head  cultivate  them  shallow  and  ap- 
ply 200  r>'M7nds  nitrate  of  soda  per  acre. 

BERMLTDA  ONION  PLANTS 

r^nion  plants  are  much  better  than  sets,  as  they 
make  larger  onions  and  do  not  run  to  seed.  They 
also  keen  when  cured  and  stored.  Land  for  onions 
should  he  manured  and  fertilized  heavily,  broad- 
cast and  plowed  in.  Rows  should  he  laid  off  a 
foot  and  a half  apart  and  plants  should  be  set 
from  four  to  six  inches  in  the  row.  Ready  Jan- 
uary Ist  to  May  1st.
